HASKELL'S CH - 


ATTORNEY GENERAL SAYS AGREE 
MENT WITH OKLAHOMA CITI­ 
ZENS NOT BINDING. 


Oku Vmia City, Jan. 16.—That the 
Oklahoma City school board cannot 
obligate this school district for the 
payment of $70,000 without the con­ 
sent of three-fifths cif the voters in 
the district, that the school board 
is not empowered to make a bind­ 
ing contract with the state in the 
erection of a building oil land own­ 
ed or controlled by the board, and 
that the contract entered into be­ 
tween Governor C. N. Haskell and 
the school board for the erection of 
proposed quarters for the state of­ 
ficials on land owned by the school 
board, is not safe for. the state, is the 
opinion of the attorney general’s of­ 
fice rendered Monday. 
The decision was made in reply to 
^ a letter from Senator J. B. Thompson 
of the senate building committee. The 
letter requested a decision as to the 
advisability of the contract being ac­ 
cepted by the senate committee on 
building. 
Following the decision a im eting of 
the senate building committee was 


held Monday night at which time a 
resolution passed that the bill and 
resolution providing for the appropri­ 
ation of $70,000 for the erection of 
the proposed building be reported 
back unfavorably to the legislature. 
The contract as signed by Governor 
Haskell for the state and th, presi­ 
dent of the school board for that 
board, provides that the legislature 
pass an appropriation of $70,000 this 
amount to be expended in the erec­ 
tion of a building adjoining the pres­ 
ent Irving high school building in 
East Fourth street, and on land own­ 
ed by the school beard; 
that the 
building shall be used as temporary 
quarters by the state officials, for a 
period of three years or less; and 
that at the expiration of three years 
or such time as the . state capitol 
building is completed, the building is 
to be taken over by the Oklahoma 
school board and the $70,000 is to 
be refunded to the state. 
In lieu of the contract entered in­ 
to by the school board and the form­ 
er governor, the attorney general’s 
office suggests that the school board 
lease the land to the state, that the 
state erect the building, and hold 
the land and building for a period of 
three years, or until such time as the 
school board and voters of this schol­ 
astic district refund to the state the 
$70,000 expended.

Robin Hood sis the 
personification 
of everything fascinating In outlawry 
so much so that the story of his ad­ 
ventures has been told and retold so 
often, both in fiction and in song, that 
it hat become difficult to sift the fic­ 
tion from the fact, for there is at 
toast a ratio of ten to one in favor 
of the former. But that Robin Hood 
actually existed there is little rea­ 
son to doubt, either in himself or in 
the personage of some other Eng­ 
lishman who masqueraded under that 
tomsattfcrc 
• 
Few questions in literary history 
have given - rise to greater diversity 
of opinion- fhan that of “Who was 
Robin Hood V' Mai& w riters assign an 
historical- origin to the outlaw ed-fir- 
ro; others give 'him a mythological 
character; 
while others, again, re­ 
gard him as purely a creature of the 
popular imagination. At any event, 
there is a lasting fascination in the 
romance attached to Robin. Probably 
the conception th at most of us have 
about the outla wis founded upon or 
m aterially colored by his portraiture 
in Scott's “Ivanhoe.” 
The quasi-historical account is, ac­ 
cording to Stukely, that Robin Hood 
was Ibe son of William Fitz Ooth, 
carl of Kyme, in the Twelfth cen­ 
tury; that, having lost or dissipated 
his property he took to the life of 
an outlaw, and with his merry men 
• fleeted the tim e carelessly as they 
did in the golden age” ; that he was 
pious—after his own fashion; lived 
a free and active life; was much be­

The antiquary Stowe says: “About 
1190 lived Robin Hood. He suffered 
no woman to be oppressed, violated. 
or otherwise molested; 
poor men’s 
goods he spared, abundantly leaving 
them with that which by theft he 
got from abbeys and the houses of 
rich carles; 
but of all thieves he 
was the prince and the most gentle 
thief.” 
The earliest mention of Robin Hood 
in literature is by Langland, in the 
middle of the Fourteenth century not 
120 years after the date given for 
his death, and the manner of the ref­ 
erence^ makes it plain that ballads 
concerning him were then familiar to 
all. 
The theory that Robin Hood was 
no other than the earl of Hunting­ 
don is supported by an alleged ep­ 
itaph over the 
outlaw ’s 
grave 
at 
Kirkle-s, Yorkshire, England: “Here 
undernead dis laifchstean Laiz Rob­ 
ert, Earl of Huntingdon. * * * 
p;p]e 
kaud im Robin Heud.” 
As we see him in the old ballads, 
it is not his robberies that are so 
much recorded as his bravery, his 
simple piety, his loyalty to his* com­ 
rades and his succor to the oppress­ 
ed. The death of Robin H :od shows 
him pious and chivalrous to the last. 
Feeling ill, he visited his cousin, the 
prioress of a nunnery, who under­ 
took to bleed him—and did this so 
effectually as to kill him. He had only 
strength feebly to blow his horn, but 
that was enough to call his com­ 
rade. the faithful Little John, who 
in his rage besought his dying m ast­ 
er for leave to burn the nunnerv. 
Robin refuses: 
I ne\ er hurt woman in all my life. 
Nor at my end shall it be.” 
And so he died and was buried at 
his own wish on the spot where fell 
the last arrow he shot—“with a green 
sod under my head, and another un­ 
der my feet. And my bent bow by my 
i side, which was music sweet.”

to be shipped back again for con­ 
sumption by Texans, who have to pay 
the freight both ways. With a produc­ 
tion of over a million carloads of 
tomatoes alone, not to mention thou­ 
sands of cars of other truck an­ 
nually, and with cheap fuel in abund­ 
ance and all other requisites for the 
building of factories, the shipping of 
our products to other states to be 
canned is net in keeping with the 
spirit 
of progress 
which is mani­ 
fested in other lines of Texas 
dustry.—Beaumont Journal.
